MEXICO CITY, June 22,—All woe 
men held at the prison colony on the 
island of Las Tres Marias, off the west 
coast, for violations of the religious 
laws, have been ordered released by 
the department of the interior

can government and the Catholic 
Church in Mexico came to a head on 
August 1, 1926, when under tnstruc- 
tions from the Mexican ppsacop ene, 
priests throughout the nation aban- 
doned the churches in protest against 
the enforcement of laws governing re- 
Ueious activities, 

The government took over the 
church buildings and placed them in 
charge of laymen, but without priests 
no services gould be conducted, cause 
ing one of Mexico's most difficult 
problems. 

The so-called Catholic rebellion or 
“Cristero” movement grew out of this 
situation and for years the insurgents 
fought against the government in pro 
test against ita policy on the religious 
question, 

Bince the priests abandoned the 
churehes, the buildings have been in

HERMIT GOES 
TO THE “PEN” 


Denizen of “Skunk’s Mis- 
ery” Sentenced for 
Stealing

LONDON, Ont, June = 21.—Orval 
Shaw, the hermit of Skunk’s Misery, 
arrested a few weeks ago after a pro- 
vinceewide search, Priday received a 
penitentiary po hag ending one of 
the most unusual cases in Ontario po- 
lice annals, He was given # four-year 
senlence for jail breaking and theft, 

A hermit for years, Shaw lived in 
swamp lands known as Skunk’s Mis- 
ery, but ever so often would make a 
dash out and commit a series of petty 
thefts from the homes of nearby farm- 
ers, Usually it was the week-end roast, 
canned fruits or other larder supplies 
that he stole, indicating the thefts 
were committed to satisfy hunger. 

lots of Trouble 

Shaw gave most trouble to the 
county police during the spring and 
summer of 1928, He had been ar- 
rested late in October, 1927, but es- 
caped from custody. The hermit was 
arrested again last fall, and after be- 
ing sentenced to 18 months in the 
Ontario reformatory, he escaped from 
Kent county jail with Pete Brennan, a 
pearan. Brennan was subsequently 
killed in an escapade with the police 
near Bolsover, 

Acting on tips, police hunted Shaw 
on numerous occasions, but his fleet- 
ness of foot and his knowledge of tie 
swamp land enabled him te throw off 
his pursuers, On different occasions 
posses combed the extensive bush land 
on the borders of Kent, Elgin and 
Middlesex, and it was on these occa- 
sions they fount his many abodes

ALBERTA’S TURN 


More homesteads were applied for dur- 
ing April in the Edmonton land district 
than during any month since 1908. At 
that time the greatest rush of settlement 
that the west has seen was under full 
swing. This gives a standard by which 
to measure the rapidity with which the 
vacant land in central and northern Al- 
berta is being taken up at the present 
time, Since the increase of business and 
prosperity depend mainly upon the pro- 
duction of the farms, it also indicates 
strongly that the prevailing good times 
are likely to continue, 

Not as many people are coming to Can- 
ada now as twenty years ago. But more 
of those who do come are finding their 
way to Alberta, and to this part of Al- 
berta. The homestead land in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. within any reasonable 
distance of railway facilities, has been 
taken, The new-comer who wants free 
land must come here to get it, if he sets 
value upon the nearness of a railway sta- 
tion. The area of active settlement during 
the next decade must of necessity be the 
country lying north of the Saskatchewan 
river in this province. 

TILTING WITH DEATH 

The official publication of the Dom- 
inion Railway Commission, issued at the 
end of April, provides interesting read- 
ing. It consists entirely of a record of 
instances in which Canadians played the 
fool at railway crossings during the 
closing four or five months of last year. 
Most of these challengers of fate were of 
course driving motor cars. And in most 


of the cases the driver was risking the life 
of some other person—or persons—as 


well as his own. In all, 224 incidents of 
the kind are set down, with place, date, 
and description of the event, in twelve 
closely-printed pages.

Some time ago I received one written 

in French from @ friend abroad, I was 

to copy the letter and send it with- 
in three days to nine different friends 

in distant parts of the world. If I 

did this, I would receive an unex 

pected blessing upon the ninth day; 

if not, a serious mischance would be- 
fall. Names of persons were given 
who had or had not heeded the re- 

quest: Mr. X., who had, received a 

fortune through a lottery ticket on 

the ninth day. Mr. Z%, who hadn't, 
lost his home by fire. I brete the 
chain without compunction, yet found 
myself not unaware of the approach 
of the ninth day, curious to see what 

{t would bring. When I wrote my 

friend, an intelligent girl, of my ac 

tion, she answered: ‘I am glad you had 
the courag®é to break the chain!

In the fourteenth year of his reign 
over Lydia, Croesus made the great 
mistake of warring with the Persians 
under Cyrus the Great, 

The enemy defeated and took his 


capital, Sardis. Croesus was captur- 
ed and led before Oyrus, who had 
caused a huge pile to be erected on 
which he ordered that Croesus and a 
number of the more important Lydians 
be burned 

Croesus was only middle-aged and 
he did not want to die, In his younger 
days he had been really nimble- 
witted. When he had set out to exact 
tribute from the Greek cities tn Asia 
he Uked to have a good excuse for be- 
inning hostilities, but if he didn't 

ave one he could speedily invent tt 
Using his head like this he had be- 
come the richest monarch in the an- 
cient werld, making his name a syn- 
onym for great richest for evermore, 

But prosperity had dulled the edge 
of his mind. He had paid no heed to 
the Greek philosopher, Soon, when 
the latter sald to him, “No-one while 
he lives is happy.” Engrossed in ma- 
terial things he had slumbered, 

But here before Cyrus, his wit be- 
gan to work again, He was in fetters 
and he had been hoisted upon the 
pile, toward which an eager Persian 
was now carrying a lghted torch, 
Croesus groaned bitterly and thought 
how truly the Greek had spoken 
Three times he muttered the philos- 
opser’s name: 

“Solon! Solon! Solon!" 

Cyrus couldn't understand him,. of 
course, and out of curiousity asked 
interpreters to find out on whom he 
was calling.

themselves a few years of bappiness instead of dragging along in drab 
misery to the grave, And they are fighting # losing battle against wo- 
men who are entrenched behind their marriage certificates, who are 
backed up by public opinion and public sympathy and who cannot or 
will not face the truth that their very victory iy more disastrous than 
any defeat could be and that the tighter they hold on to men who haye 
ceased to care for them the more they lose them,

are filtered oul after the boiling 
though unglaged paper 
Permanent hardness of water is 
caused by the presence of the sulph« 
ates of calcium and magnesium and is 
nol affected by bolling, When one 
allempts to wash clothes or one's hair 
in sueh water the soap forms an in 
soluble curd with these minerals which 
is hard to rinse off. Also, soap doer 
not lather well 

There are, of course, other mineral 
jclements than those mentioned above 
in hard water, but for our present 
purpose we need not consider them 

‘The first step in softening hard wae 
ter so that it will become fit for sham. 
wolng is to boll it, If after it has 
ech boiled and filtered it ts still hard, 
® chemical softener sliould be used 
Many alkaline substances are used as 
softeners They convert the soluble 
compounds that cause the hardness 
(the sulphates) tito insoluble ones 
that may be removed mechanteaily, 
that is, by Jetting them setile to the 
bottom and pouring off the ciear wie 
ter to use 

Th choosing @ softener for the sham- 
poo water one must remember that 
strong alkalis ike soda and ammonia 
produce an unnatural reddish tone on 
drab shades of hair, Borax is the 
most satisfactory softener for our pur- 
pose because it is only mildly alkaline 
and removes both the temporary and 
permanent types of hardness from the 
water | 

Make a solution of a quarter of a 
pound of borax in @ pint of water and 
use @& very little of the mixture in 
your shampoo water, about nine drops 
in two quarts of water, Shake well 
and allow it to settle, Test a little of | 
the clear water by shaking it up with 
a few drops of liquid castile soap, If 
it does not lather well or if the father 
| does not persist for at least two min- 
}ules, add a few more drops of the 
borax solution; stir well, let it settle 
and repeat the test with the soap 
When you have discovered, by saperie 
ment, Just how many drops of borax 
solution are needed to soflen the wa- 
ter make a note of it for further use 
when shampooing
